Development of leadership, 
brotherhood, and loyalty to 
school and club, will figure 
prominently in future plans 
of FA Camino College social 
organizations.

Academic achievement, 
mannerly conduct in all situ­ 
ations, college welfare, and 
the assumption of commu­ 
nity obligations through serv­ 
ice projects for the commu­ 
nity will be added functions 
of the groups.

Hushing, according to the 
adopted procedures, will be 
extended to three weeks for 
sororities and two weeks for 
fraternities.

In conformance with state 
law, the regulations state,
